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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tlie following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 17, 19, 21. 23, 25. 27, 29, 31-32, 34-35, 37 and 39, drawn to a 
dryer for drying a web of material comprising at least first and second straight web 
passage sections and a plane defined by a vertical extension of a web guidance path, 
one of said sections being arranged on only one side of said plane and another of said 
sections being arranged on both sides of said plane. 

Group II. claim(s) 18. 20. 22. 24. 26. 28. 30, 33. 36. 38 and 40-41. drawn to a 
dryer for drying a web of material comprising a plurality of web passage sections in said 
web transit channel, air outlet openings in each of said web passage sections, means 
for supplying heated air to at least one of said web passage sections and means for 
supplying unheated air to at least one of said web passage sections. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2. they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The invention of 
Group I does not require air outlet openings or means for supplying air to the web 
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passage sections and the invention of Group 2 does not require web passage sections 
positioned with respect to the plane of the web guidance path. 

2. A telephone call was made to Douglas Hanscom on June 5, 2007 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
